REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show a system 
comprising an apparatus including a receptacle for receiving a connector of a transmission line 
and a sensor associated with the receptacle for detecting the presence of the connector within the 
receptacle; and a device including a controller that determines whether a signal indicating 
availability of the transmission line has been detected, wherein, when the controller determines 
that the signal indicating availability of the transmission line has not been detected, the controller 
issues an inquiry as to whether the presence of the connector within the receptacle has been 
detected by the sensor.
